I saw one of the animals shot in 
two or three places, but he merely 
grunted as if a fly had stung him 
and went on eating.

Further, they can avail themselves 
of the warehousing facilities of the 
co-operati\e elevators and terminals 
and not sell until weeks or months 
later. 
Producers who 
dispose of

equally in the profits of th e w a r e ­ 
housing 
facilities, export co-opera­ 
tion 
and 
other national 
co opera­ 
tive departments on 
the basis of 
the number of bushels which they 
deliver to the elevators.
